yet very much want, in this inſtance, the farther aids of 
Chriſtian piety and benevolence. 

Animated, they truſt, in ſome degree, by theſe motives, 
100 to remove, as far as they can, theſe unhappy diſad- 
Vvantages, which numbers of our poor labour under; 
many perſons have entered into a Society and Subſcription 
to diſtribute the ſacred Scriptures, and other good books, 
amongſt them, as one of the moſt effectual methods, in 
their apprehenſion, under the bleſſing of GOD, to bring 
them acquainted with the truth as it is in * and 
render them wile to ſalvation. 

As hereby many neceſſitous families, She are unable 
to purchaſe theſe helps themſelves, will be kindly ſupplied 
with them by the bounty of others; ſo it will not be the 
leaſt part of the bleſſing, that the riſing generation among 
them will be furniſhed with ſuch books as are beſt ſuited 
to their tender years: by means of which it is to be hoped, 
that, under the divine influence, the tendencies of corrupt 
nature may receive a timely check ; and the powerful in- 
fluence of vicious examples, in theſe ſinful times, be more 
effectually guarded againſt ; their future perverſion from 
the principles of the Proteſtant re;;gion, to the errors and 
corruptions of Popery, be happily prevented; and their 
precious ſouls be early ſeaſoned with a laſting tincture of 
piety and virtue. And if ſuch are eſteemed, and indeed with 
good reaſon, their generous benefactors, who kindly aſſiſt 
them in providing food and raiment for their bodies; 
that friendſhip ſurely cannot be leis valuable, which re- 
lates to their precious and immortal ſouls, and directs 
them in the way to everlaſting bleſſedneſs and glory. 

As theſe conſiderations will without doubt recommend 
the attempt of the miniſters and gentlemen who have enter- 
ed into this deſign to the approbation of all good men; ſo

RULES of the SOCIETY 


For Promoting Reticious KNOWLEDGE 


among the Poo. 


HE deſign of this ſociety being to promote Religi- 

ous Knowledge among the Poor, by giving chem 

Bibles, Teſtaments, and other good books, where moſt 

needed and likely to be improved; it is agreed that the 

Society ſhall be ſupported by an annual lubſcr] ption of 

the members, togecher with the donations and legacies of 
all who are diſpoſed to contribute towards it. 


II. That no member ſhall ſubſeribe leſs than a guinea; that 


every ſubſcriber pay (at leaſt) one guinea at the time of 
his or her entrance as a preſent for the uſe of the Society; 


that every ſubſcriber of one guinea be entitled to a nomi- 
nation of books, in his or her turn, of forty ſhillings va- 


lue; that a ſubſcriber of two guineas be entitled to a no- 
mination of four pounds value ; and that a {ubſcriber of 
larger ſum be entitled to a nomination of ſuch. value as 
is in that proportion. 


III. That the ſociety ſhall meet the firſt MWedneſday in every 


month, at Haberdaſbers Hall, in Meaiden-lane, (or ſuch 
other place as the tociety hall appoint,) at ſeven o'clock 
during the ſummer halt-year, and ar fix during the win- 
ter; that the number of ſeven be judged tufficient a 


quarter of an hour after the ſaid time, and the number of 
; taree 
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three at half an hour after, to proceed to buſineſs; that 
the meetings in January, April, Faly, and October, be 
deemed quarterly; that no perſon become a member with- 
out being propoſed at one meeting, in order to his or 
her being admitted the nt xt; that every pc ſon, making 
a preſent of twenty pounds to tne ſociety, be, upon 
payment of the money, deemed a member for life, and 
entitled to a parcel of books of forty thillings value in 
the uſual rotation, and ſo in proportion for any larger 
ſum ; that every member be de ſired to attend the meet- 
ings of the ſociety; 11 beiore every quarterly meet- 
ing, the time and place of ſuch mecting be advertited 
once in three of the daily papers, a few days previous 
to ſuch meeting; and that the rules of the ſociety be read 
at every quarterly meeting; and the letters, Vc. at the 
monthly meetings. | J 

IV. That a chairman ſhall be choſen at every meeting; lt 
that he be a miniſter and a layman alternately; that every _ I 
meeting be opened with prayer; that when a miniſter 
IS preſent he be deſired to do it; and that cach of the 
firit five perſous preſent, at thoſe meetings of the ſociety = 
that are not quarterly, be entitled to one of the Society's 2 
targe Bibles, provided ſuch perſon attends before buſi- 
ne ſs beg. 8. 

V. That a Treaſurer, Bookſeller, Secretary, and Col-, 
lector, ſhall be annually choſen the firſt Vedneſday in 
Fanuzry; (notice thereof to be given in the Advertiſe- 
meat for ſuch quarterly meeting;) that the Treaſurer, 
Secretary, and Collector, be members of the ſociety; and 
that a committee be appointed annually to audit the 
Treafurer's accounts and report them to the ſociety, 

VI. That books ſhall be conſtantly provided wherein to 
inſert the names of the ſubſcribers, the ſums ſubſcribed, 
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N an account how the money is from time to time ap- 
plied, the books purchaſcd and diſpoſed of, the letters 
received, and all other matters relating to the ſociety.

VII. That all money, received by the Secretary, Collector, 
or any other member, for the uſe of the ſociety, ſhall 
be paid into the hands of the Treaturer, by him to be 
diſburſed in their ſervice; and that the Secretary take 
minutes of all tra ſact ons at the ſeveral me-rings, 
which minutes he ſhail read befote the chairman leaves 
the chair. 

VIII. That there ſhall be an annual ſermon preached fos the 
benefit of this charity, at what time, in what place, and 
by what miniſter, the ſociety ſhall think proper; that 
the members dine together the day the ſaid ſermon is 
preached; that twelve or more ſtewards be annuaily 
appointed for that purpoſe ; and that the ſtewards for 
the time being be the committee for auditing the trea- 
ſurer's accounts for the current year. 
IX. That no book ſhall be received as a gift, be purchaſed 
to be given away, or, being already approved of, be re- 
jected and caſt out of the ſociety, unleſs with the 
unanimous conſent of the members at a ſecond quarterly 
meeting, after having been firſt propoſed at a former; 
and that, in the printed ſummonſes for ſuch ſecond 
quarterly meeting, the propolal tor the reception, - 
purchate, or rejection, of the ſaid book, be expreſsly 
mentioned. 
X. That ten or more nominations ſhall be diſtributed 
monthly to the leveral members in the order they ſtand. 
on the liſt ; that it is expected of every member, being 
in arrears the whole annual ſubſcription, that he pays the 
fame before he receives the nomination he may become 
entitled to in rotation; that the following notice ſhall _ 

be ſent to oy one entitled to a nomination,. viz. A 
parcel of Books 0 be at your diſpoſal that evening, which 
it is expefted you claim in per ſon, or by written order, within 
four months; the written order to be ſent to the ſociety, or 
their Secretary, otherwiſe, the nomination will lapſe to the 
ſociety, and that a ſubſcriber in the country or foreign

XI. That che uſual paper. with the ſociety's title, ſhall be 


printed and paſted within the cover of all their bound 


books; that the bookſeller do deliver the ſeveral nomi- ' 
nations upon a proper warrant under the Treaſurer's 
hand being produced; that the warrant ſhall be to- 
or bearer; and that a perſon having received the Irea- 
ſurer's warrant, and neglecting to demand the books 
within four months from the date thereof, do forfeit the 
nomination to the ſociety. (This to be noted at the bot- 
tom of the warrant.) 
XII. That the carriage of the ſeveral nominations ſent 
into the country from the bookſeller ſhall be defrayed 
by the ſociety; and that an intimation be ſent 8 
them, that it is expected an acknowledgement of their 
having been received ſhall be tranſmitted to the ſecre- 
tary to be laid before the lociety. | 
XIII. That an account of the ſociety, containipg a ſuitable 
preface, the rules, a liſt of the ſubſcribers, a ſtate of its 
accounts, a proper form for a donation by will, extracts 
of letters, and the names, numbers, and prices, of the 
books given away, ſhall be annually printed in octavo; 
and that the ſociety's accounts be ſtated from Midſum- 
mer to Midſummer annually, and be audited previous 
to printing. 
XIV. That whatever be thought proper for the farther 
conducting and carrying on this charity, ſhall be deter- 
mined by the majority at the monthly meetings; and 
that the tranſactions of the ſaid meetings be read at the 
next quarterly one.

— As to thoſe ſent to me, my general | Wy, 
mode is to give away the bibles to ſuch of my pariſhioners or poor neighbours as ſtand in \ 
need. The other books I now prefer to lend out to the poor, &c. I give away ſome of 
them as I ſee proper, but I find it is better to lend them in general than to diſpoſe of 
them abſolutely ;- for, when they are given, too frequently they put them upon the 
ſhelf, where they remain neglected from year to year; whereas, if only lent, it urges =, 
them to make uſe of them, that they may bring them back again in a proper time, 
Beſides, by this means, the ſeveral perſons are enabled to receive greater inſtruction; for, 
when they bring back a book of one ſort, they have another in exchange; and ſo they 
are enabled to go through many books inſtead of having only one or two. 
Such is my method, which I hope will prove ſatisfactory to the ſociety, I have hope 
that it is attended with ſome good, though leſs than I could wiſh ; but the event is in
